CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

IN the Senate, on the 28th, the Senate bill 
subjecting imported liquors to the laws of 
the several States was taken up, and its 
constitutionality was argued pro and con, 
Messrs. Faulkner, Pugh, Call, Pierce and 
Blair advocating the bill, and Messrs. Mor- 
gan and Turpie speaking against it. Acon- 
ference report on the bill for a public build- 
ing at Cedar Rapids, Ia., was presented 
and agreed to...... In the House the 
credentials of Mr. Vaux, successor of 
the late Mr. Randall as_ Represent- 
ative from the Third Pennsylvania district, 
were presented and Mr. Vaux qualified. 
Biils were passed appropriating $125,000 for 
the establisnment of a Nattonal Military 
park at the battle-fleld of Chickamauga; 
donating Lake Contrary to the city of St, 
Joseph, Mo.; amending the act for an ap- 
praiser’s warehouse in New York City. A 
conference was ordered on the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill, and then the House went 
into committee of the whole on the River 
and Harbor bill. 


IN the Senate, on the 29th, Senate bill sub- 
jecting imported liquors to the provisions 
of the laws of the States was taken up and 
discussed at length, and the substitute of- 
fered by Mr. Gray was adopted. Several 
amendments were offered by the opponents 
of the measure and rejected. and the bill 
was then passed....In the House, in com- 
mittee of the whole on Public Building bills, 
a large number of bills carrying appropria- 
tions for public buildings were discussed 
and laid aside favorably. The committee 
then rose and the House proceeded to con- 
sider the bills reported from the committee 
of the whole, but the question of no quo- 
enw being raised the House adiourned. 

In the Senate, on the 2d, a conterence was 
ordered on the Naval Appropriation bill, 
and the Silver bill was taken up and dis- 
cussed at length. The conference report on 
the Military Academy bill was presented 
and agreed to, and then the conference re- 
port on the Army Appropriation bill was 
taken up and the cantcen system proposed 
by the bill was discussed...... In the House, 
it being suspension-of-the-rules day, the 
talent of the members seemed to be taxed 
to the utmost to prevent any thing being 
done. Two or three bills of no general In- 
terest were finally passed before adjourn- 
ment. 

PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

On Decoration Day Rey. Dr. Talmage 
delivered prayer at the soldiers’ monu- 
ment in Greenwood Cemetery, Brook- 
lyn. It is estimated that there were 
thirty thousand visitors to the ceme- 
tery. 

Tue St. Louis Post-Dispatch trip-to- 
Europe contest among the lady school 
teachers of that city was concluded on the 
ist by the announcement of the result. 
The whole number of votes cast was 
475,519, of which Miss Madge Frederick 
received 86,259; Mrs. Rose Wright-Fan- 
ning, 79,281, and Miss Callie Pritchett, 
44,563. The two first named will go to 
Europe, and Miss Pritchett will receive 
the consolation prize of a $200 gold 
watch andchain. C. E. Shirley, of St. 
Louis, guessed within one of the high- 
est. winning vote, and gets a trip to 
Europ® also. 

CoTTRELL, the fugitive mayor of Cedar 
Keys, Fla., has been heard from in Hon- 
duras. 

At the New Jersey Athletic Club 
zrounds, on the 30th, Willie Day ran 
three miles in 14 minutes and 39 sec- 
onds, beating his own(and the world’s) 
best record of 15:08. 

Tur grave of Robert Munroe Harri- 
son, brother of William Henry Harri- 
son, ninth President of the United 
States at Kingston, Jamaica, was deco- 
rated on the 3ist by resident Americans. 
Mr. Harrison was for thirty years United 
States Consul at Jamaica. 

ANTI-LOTTERY members of the Louis- 
iana Legislature claim to have one-third 
of the members of both houses, which 
is enough to defeat the lottery scheme. 

SAM SMALL, the noted Southern evan- 
gelist, has been elected president of the 
Methodist University in Ogden, Utah, 
and will make that city his future home, 
This necessitates severing his connec- 
tion with the Southern Methodist Con- 
ference and affiliating with the North- 
ern Methodists. 

TALLEYRAND’S memoirs will be pub- 
lished in four volumes, of which two 
will be issued at as early a date as pos- 
sible, and the remaining two ata later 
time. 

A Panis dispatch says that Count Ier- 
bert Bismarck is engaged to marry the 
eldest daughter of Lady Dudley. 

Ir is said that the Emperor of Ger- 
many has informed Prince Bismarck 
that if he does not at once cease his ut- 
terances on political affairs and other 
matters relating to his retirement, with 
which the press have been filled of 
late, the result will be serious to him. 

Tue Independence Belge of Brussels, 
under the impression that the United 
States Government opposes protection 
in the Congo State because that paper's 
articles on the subject were regarded by 
the American Government as having 
been officially inspired, explains that 
the opinions expressed in the articles 
were its own. 

At the minor German courts a num- 
ber of officials have been dismissed for 
intriguing, at the instigation of Count 
Herbert Bismarck, to obstruct the Em- 
peror’s policy.

On the 2d tne village of St. Jaques 
de Lachyian, Que., was almost de- | 
stroyed by fire.

It is probablo 
that asuccession of misfortunes had un- 
balanced his mind. He leaves two chil- 
dren. 

On the 2d George Hays, a Grand 
Trunk switchman, and the only person 
who positively identified Burchell, the 
alleged murderer of the young English- 
man, Benham, at Woodstock, Ont., 
some months ago, was killed by the 
cars at Windsor, Ont. 


MISCELIANEOUS: 

On the western coast of Newfoundland 
the people have refused to pay their 
taxes in consequence of the destruction 
of toeir nets by a French ship of war, 
on the ground that unless the govern- 
ment protects itcan not tax. A crisis 
is rapidly approaching. 

ON the 30th the United Presbyterian 
assembly at Buffalo, N. Y., referred the 
Wisconsin Bennett law to a committee. 
The Blair Educationat. bill and the 
‘“Original-Package” bill in Congress 
were indorsed. Princeton, Ind., was 
chosen as the next mecting place. 

On the Ist the school-ship Saratoga 
sailed from the breakwater at Philadel- 
phia for her first sea voyage. Sho has 
103 boys on board, and will visit Fayal, 
Southampton, Lisbon, Madecria and 
other points, returning about October. 

On the ist there were 1,698 immi- 
grants landed at the barge office in New 
York—590 by steamer Rhaetia, from 
Hamburg; 748 by the steamer City of 
Chester, from Liverpool; 839 by tho 
steamer Umbria, from Liverpool; 21 by 
the steamer Tower Hill, from London. 

On the Ist the fire bosses at the Stan- 
ton mine, near Wilkesbarre, Pa., oper- 
ated by the Lehigh & Wilkesbarre Coal 
Company, reported the mine so full of 
gas as to be unsafe. Work was ordered 
suspended. 

AN ordinanze has been passed by tho 
City Council of the City of Mexico com- 
peling laborers on city works to wear 
pantaloons instead of the loose cotton 
garment generally worn by the labor- 
ing classes. It is expected that the 
order will be extended to all Mexican 
laborers. 

WORLD reporters, provided with stor- 
age-battery incandescent electric lights, 
which were flashed at the critical mo- 
ment, exposed the fraud of a so-called 
spiritualistic medium while personating 
spirits in New York City. 

An English syndicate has purchased 
the ten principal breweries of San Fran- 
cisco for $7,500,000. 

On the 2d all the tin roofers, cornice 
and sky-light workers in Brooklyn went 
out on strike because their demand for 
eight hours aday was not granted by 
the bosses.

At Paris, Tex., on the 3d, Mrs. W. Hi. 
Percy while at work in the kitchen took 
a boiler of water off the stove and set it 
on the floor. Her baby, 2 years of age, 
was playing in the room and by some 
means turned the kettle over on itself, 
and was so badly scalded that it died in 
a few hours. 

THERE is no apparent probability that 
the decree excluding American pork 
products from Germany will be modified 
or withdrawn. 

ARTICLEs of incorporation of the largest 
company ever organized in Indiana 
were filed at Indianapolis on the 3lst.

The company is a trust composed of the 
leading bakers of the country.

MOnthly Statement of the Treasury Dec- 
partment, Showing the Condition of the 
National Finances—Decrease in the Pub- 
lic Debt for May. $6,661,371—Receipts 
and Expenditures During the Same 
Period, Pension Payments, Etc. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—The monthly 
public debt statement issued by the 
Treasury Department yesterday shows 
a decrease in she debt amounting to $6,- 
661,871 dyring the past month of May, 
and for the eleven months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year, $67,787, 722. 

The totalwsbt, less cash in the Treas- 
ury, on tie fst. of Juno, was $1,008,858,- 
898. The net cash or surplus in the 
Treasury on the 1st inst. was $36,901,- 
791 against $35,930,622 a month ago. 

National bank depositories yesterday 
held $31,225,998 of Government funds, 
or about half a million less than a 
month ago. 

The gold-fund balance has increased 
about five millions during the past 
month, and now amounts to $190,544,- 
854, and the silver-fund balance—ex- 
clusive of six millions trade-dollar bull- 
ion—has increased a little more than 
one million, and now amounts to $18,- 
212, 725. 

The fund of standard silver dollars 
keeps steadily increasing, and the 
Treasury now holds $309,988, 092 of this 
coin. 

Government receipts during tho 
month, from all sources, aggregate $35,- 
443,351, and receipts for the eleven 
months of the current fiscal year, end- 
ing May 31, aggregated $364,536,988. 
The receipts for the present month will 
probably reach $35,000,000, and thus 
swell the Government receipts for the 
current fiscal year very close to $400,- 
000,000, or fifteen millions more than 
Secretary Windom’s estimate mado 
early last fall. On the other hand ex- 
penditures during the eleven months 
last passed, aggregated $303, 124,940, or 
about fourteen millions more than for 
the corresponding eleven months of the 
past fiscal year. 

Pension payments so far this year 
have amounted to $103,177,727, or fully 
thirteen millions more than during the 
corresponding eleven months of the 
previous year. 

Coinage at the mints during May ag- 
gregated in value $9,058,900. or $74,900 
in gold coin, and $2,900,000 in standard 
silver dollars, and the remainder in 
minor coins. 


THE PATENT LAWS. 


A Proposed Substitute for the House Bill 
to Amend the Patent Laws Containing 
Some Pragiical Provisions for Simplify~ 
ing the Conduct of Affairs of the Patent 
Office. . ‘ 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—The House 
committee on patents, through Mr. Si- 
monds, of Connecticut, yesterday re- 
ported to the House a substitute bill re- 
cently agreed upon by the committee in 
place of a bill to amend the Patent laws. 
One section of the substitute bill pro- 
vides that an improvement to an inven- 
tion that has been described for two 
years in any journal shall not be pat- 
ented, and in reference to this the re- 
ports says: ‘‘The purpose of this section 
is to bar an application for a patent 
upon an improvement after that im- 
provement has been described for 
more than two years ina prior patent or 
printed publication. Under the existing 
statute, two years’ public use of an im- 
provement in this country is abar to an 
application for patent thereon. This 
provision of existing law has proved 
salutory in operation; the principle un- 
derlying this provision of existing law 
requires that two years of description 
of an improvement in a patent or 
printed publication shall also be made 
to bar an application for patent there- 
on, for the reason that a larger degreo 
of publicity is generally given to an 
improvement by two years of descrip- 
tion in a patent or printed publication 
than by an ordinary two years’ public 
use, which use is almost always Jocal 
and unknown outside the particular lo- 
cality in which it circulates.” 

Another section provides for taxing 
patents, and in regard to it the report 
says: ‘“‘This proposed amendment is 
founded upon the idea that if, at the 
end of five years after the grant ofa 
patent, it is of such little value to the 
owner that he does not care to pay a tax 
of $10 thereon, the patent shall expire; 
and that if, at the end of ten years, tho 
patent is of such little value as not té 
warrant a tax of $25, it shall then ex- 
pire. The purpose is to weed out unde- 
veloped and useless patents, to the end 
that they shall not block the way of 
subsequent inventions. 
Recommendations of the International 

American Congress. 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—The President 
sent to the Senate yesterday a letter in- 
viting the attention of the Senate and 
House to the following recommendations 
of the International American Confer- 
ence: A uniform system of customs reg- 
ulations for the classification and valu- 
ation of imported merchandise; a uni- 
form nomenclature for the description 
of articles of merchandise imported and 
exported; and the establishment at 
Washington of an international bureau 
of information. 

The Congress also, at its final ses- 
sion, decided to establish in the city of 
Washington, as a fitting memorial of 
its meeting, a Latin-American library, 
to be formed by contributions from the 
several nations of historical, geo- 
graphical and literary works, maps, 
manuscripts and official documents re- 
lating to the history and civilization of 
America, and expressed a desire that 
the Government of the United States 
should provide a suitable building for 
the shelter of such library, to be 
solemnly dedicated upon the 400th an- 
niversary of the discovery of Amcrica

—Rocky mountain sheep are not very 
numerous, and the handsome head of 
that animal brings from $85 to $100. 
Mountain sheep are sold in pairs, when 
the taxidermist has saved the whole 
animal, and they sell for $350 a pair. 

—The statement is made that at least 
seventy letters aday miscarry because 
of the similarity in the names of Oswego 
and Owego.

—Some one has figured that there are 
in Denver, Col., thirty-one millionaires 
whose aggregate wealth is $46,500,000, 
and thirty-five semi-millionaires whose 
wealth aggregates $17,500,000, making 
in all $64,000,000 owned by sixty-six 
men. 

—It is an interesting point in Ameri- 
can history if, as stated, the Confederate 
gray uniform was borrowed from the 
First Virginia Regiment, which borrow- 
ed it from the Seventh New York Regi- 
ment. The Confederate song ‘‘Dixie” 
was of Northern authorship. 

—That there isa great deal of exag- 
geration in almost all the stories that 
come from Russiacan not be doubted. It 
is quite certain that the country isin a 
disturbed, or, perhaps, even in adanger- 
ous state; but the bulk of the people are 
unconscious that the Czar is really. the 
tyrannical monster which most of the 
European journals represent him to be. 

—There is a very curious stone about 
which very little is ever heard. It is 
called the ‘‘Alexandrite” in honor of 
Alexander of Russia, who was very fond 
of it.. In the daytime the stones resemble 
an emerald, except that they are some- 
what darker, but at night they are a 
deep purplish red. They are found in 
India, and, like all rare stones, vary 
much in their qualities. 

—One reason why France, Germany 
and Russia discourage immigration to 
the United States is because foreigners 
wha come here soon drop into the 
English language and discard their own, 
thus making a loss of number to the 
other language. This feeble check will 
not delay the inevitable a month. 
English as she is spoken will be the 
universal language of the worldin time. 

—More than a century before the 
Christian era there were many beautiful 
cups in China. The Portuguese, it is 
said, introduced the ware into Europe 
about 1518, called it ‘‘China,” after the 
country so long pre-eminent in its pro- 
duction. The first English manufact- 
ory of earthenware found place at 
Stratford-le-Bow, in Elizabeth’s reign. 
The Shakespeare jug is the best known 
of Elizabethan pottery. 

—Baring-Gould, in his ‘‘Legends of 
the Patriarchs,” says: ‘‘The custom of 
saying ‘God bless you! when a person 
sneezes, dates from Jacob. The Rabbis 
say that before this time men sneezed 
once and that was the end of them—the 
shock slew them; but the patriarch, by 
his intercession, obtained a relaxation 
of this law, subject to the condition 
that in all nations a sneeze should be 
consecrated by a sacred aspiration.” 

—German explorers last summer 
found reindeer on the little Ryk Ys is- 
lands, which are so small that the en- 
tire area of the three islands is not over 
three or four square miles. There they 
were in the Arctic Ocean, thirty miles 
from the nearest land, one of the largest 
Spitzbergen islands, from which they 
are supposed to have migrated. Of 
course the islands were not within sight 
of the mainland, and the appearance of 
reindeer on these little rocks shows that 
they are great ice travelers.

PaRIs, June 6.—The famous monas- 
tery, Grand Chartreure, fourteen miles 
distant from Grenoble, in the depuart- 
ment of Isere, has been partially 
wrecked by being blown up with dyna- 
mite. The outrage is believed to be the 
work of persons living in the vicinity of 
the monastery who were incensed by 
their failure to extort money from the 
monks by blackmail. 


A BLOODY FIGHT 


On the Servian Frontier Between Arnauts 
and Servians. 

BELor' pF, June 6.—A_ bloody fight 
between Arnauts und Servians has taken 
place on ‘he Servian frontier. The Ot- 
toman and Servian governments have 
telegraphed orders for an inquiry into 
the affair. The government is informed 
that the Arnauis killed fifteen and 
wounded thirty-five Christians, robbed 
the dead and violated the women.

The National Swiss council has almost 
unanimously adopted the principle of 
state insurance against illness and acci 
dent. 

The newly completed railway which 
connects Lake Lugano with the summit 
of Mount Generose bas been opened to the 
public. 

In Southern Russia there has been dis- 
covered, in the bed of the river Donetz, a 
silver lend which yields 45 per cent. of 
pure metal. 

A Hamburg firm has entrusted Capt. 
Iturtmann with the command of an expe- 
dition to Southern Camaroon. The ob- 
ject is to open commercial intercourse 
w.th the interior. 

M. De Lesseps presided at the Suez 
cenal meeting. The annual report an- 
nounced that the profits for 1889 amounted 
to 87,212,925 francs. Tie net dividend was 
eighty-five francs per share. The receipts 
from night trafiic amounted to 71 per 
cent. of the total, against 46 per cent. in 
1888. 

Brothhaus of Leipsichas secured the 
coveted rights for the publication of the 
big book Emin Pasha is writing about 
his life and discoveries in Africa.

SPAT WITH ITALY. 


Our Lieutenant Lomia Has Not 
Beeu Treated Right. 


Born in Italy But Now an Amer- 
ican Soldier. 


The Italian Goverument May Again Re- 
fuse to Recognize Him as an Attache of 
the American Legation in Rome—Hold- 
ing That He is Subject to Military Duty 
in That Country. 


New York, June 4.—Just before the 
Fifth artillery was detached from the 
department of the Atlantic and sent to 
the Pacific, First Lieut. Luigi Lomia was 
detailed as the military attache of the 
American legation at Rome. Word has 
been received here that the Italian gov- 
ernment will probably not receive him 
in a diplomatic capacity, holding that he 
is subject to military service in that 
country. 

When Lieut. Lomia was sent to Italy 
ten years ago on a similar errand, the 
Itahan government refused to recognize 
him as military attache of the American 
legation and he was promptly returned 
and ordered by the war se Feo to 
other duty: but when he was recently 
ordered to the staff of Minister Porter, it 
was understood that the laws against 
the right to renounce the liabilities of 
one born in that country and to become 
a citizen of another--conntry, were so 
changed that Lient. Lomia could be 
— there on duty without any ques- 

on. 

Lieut. Lomia was born in Italy, but 
was a resident of Texas when he was ap- 
pointed a cadet at West Point Military 
academy on Sept. 1, 1868, He was gradu- 
ated and assigned to the Fifth artillery 
on June 17, 1567, hence it is not a qnes- 
tion of. citizenship, but whether the

VOTING A DUTY. 





The Privilege of the Ballot Not Onlya 
Question of Right. 
It is sometimes asked if women havea 


tight to vote. The question shouldrather 


be, have they aright not to vote? Take 
the matter of schools. Let us suppose, 
writes Mrs. A. M. Diaz, in the House- 
keeper, there are half a dozen families 
living together in a retired location. 
They desire a school for their children. 
A site isto be chosen, a building put 
up, a teaghor selected, and the course of 
studies made out. Other matters are to 
be considered~ventilation, size and de- 
sign of the building, seats, desks, 
length of sessions, and whether two or 
one. Would the six mothers naturally 
say: ‘““fhis is a matter to be left entire- 
ly to the fathers of our children. It is 
hotour placo to interfere; we are not 
sufficiently well informed; neither could 
itmake any difforence, as we should 
think exactly as our husbands think; or 
if. we differed, wo should. quarrel. Home 
isouronly sphere.’ Or would the six 
fathers say, in regasi to the school, that 
the whole matter should be settled with- 
out ‘any suggestions from the mothers? 
Every one knows there would be mutual 
consultation and expression of opinion. 
This would not be asked as aright or 
grantedas aright. It would be consid- 
ered a matterof course. And not only 
so, but a mother who should hold back 
and say she had neither time nor inclin- 
ation to attend to such things would be 
thought strangely indifferent to her 
children’s welfare and neglectful of her 
duty. 

Now what is true of six mothers is 
true of sixty, of six hundred, of six 
thousand, of sixty thousand, of six hun- 
dred thousand. Numbers can not lessen 
the individual motherly responsibility. 
The very fact that home is a woman’s 
sphere makes it her duty to see that the 
children of that home are trained under 
the best possible influences. When the 
neighborhood becomes a city, and the 
school management can not receive in- 
dividual attention, this management is 
left to representatives, and one queer 
thing about the matter is that these rep- 
resentatives are in almost all cases men. 
They are chosen to do exactly what the 
united fathers and mothers of the neigh- 
borhood did; yet they are chiefly men, 
in most cases wholly so, and are chosen 
by men in nearly ever instance. In the 
neighborhood, the school affairs con- 
cerned evory individual. In the city, 
they are ‘called public, but they are 
private jnst the same, and concern every 
Public affairs are only pri- 
vate affairs bundled together because 
they can not be handled separately. 

At present, mothers rear their chil- 
dren with care, watch anxiously over 
them until they reach the schoo] age— 
five or six years—then turn them en- 
tirely over to tle management of men 
selected and chosen by men, and often 
the whole matter is settled by personal, 
or worse, by political considerations. It 
is not right that women should shirk 
their duty in this way. The duty should 
be ‘‘thrust upon them.’’ They should 
take time and seek opportunities for 
forming an opinion, and should express 
it by ballot. Voting is only another 
name for expressing opinion. 


THE TIME NOT YET. 


The Invention Faculty in Woman Not 
Fally Developed. 

An editorial in the Providence Jour- 
nal recently, on an alleged inferiority 
of the inventive faculty in women, 
seemed to one reader very inconclusive, 
because it failed to take account of the 
most serious facts in the case. A very 
little more reflection, says a writer in 
Woman’s Journal would convince the 
writer of the injustice, of pronouncing 
thus definitely upon the inventive 
power of one-half the race when, from 
the creation down to a period of con- 
siderable less than a generation, there 
was little tocall forth this faculty in 
woman or tostimulate to its exercise. 
In the case of man it has been far other- 
wise. Fromthe creator he was forced 
under God to become a creator. The 
necessities of existence demanded this. 
He had no choice but to use all the 
power he had, outward and inward 
alike, for the support of his life. From 
the first moment of his conscious life on 
earth, bis work was to cope with nature 
and draw to the utmost from her hidden 
rosources. 

Very different on the other hand was 
the case of woman. Instead of the ne- 
cessity of finding out any power in her- 


self, her part without question was as-. 


‘sumed to be to the will of man, and in 
all outward things to haye no will of her 
own. 
chavze through all the centuries down 











now are living. Is itstrang¢e tht, taxing 
into our thought all this experience of 
limitation and repression, there should 
be an inferiority at present manifested? 
Would it not rather be one of the great- 
est marvels if it were otherwise? 

One word of nearer application to the 
character of the inventions patented by 
women. 
would indeed be regarded as trivial 
compared with those of the other sex, 
and many of them certainly must be al- 
lowed to be so, though there are those 
among them of which women only can 
rightly judge, they alone understanding 


the value of the uses to which these are | 


applied. But supposing them to merit 
the judgment bestowed on them, when 
the nature of the education to which 
woman has been confined in the past is 
fully realized, what opportunity has 
been hers, aside from exceptional in- 
stances, for developing any such facul- 
ty, except in the direction of just thege 
trivial things? 

The time for any just judgment of 
woman’s instincts and capabilities in 
the world of material art is not yet. 
When she is permittted to stand m i 
ciety on equal terms with man, not as 
his rival, but as the complement of his 
real being, when she is accorded the 
freedom to develop her latent powers in 
all the ways that concern her best and 
truest life, then may she rightly be 
judged, and not till then, by the same 
rules as man, and her work be fitly com- 
pared with his. 


THE WAY TO WIN. 








What Working Women Could Accomplish 
With the Ballot. 

The Boston Globe says, discussing 
woman suffrage: 

“In a trenchant letter on this subject, 
Joe Howard recently pointed out that 
our working women are at a disadvan- 
tage in the struggle for a livelihood, be- 
cause they have no political weight or 
power. Surely this will not be denied. 
Let the men engaged in any industry 
unite to ask for any reasonable legisla- 
tion to improve their condition, and both 
parties are at once respectfully atten- 
tive. But where is the practical poli- 
tician who cares whether a thousand or 
two of working women are satisfied or 
dissatisfied with the conditions of their 
omployment? The philanthropist, the 
humanitarian, the practical Christian 
cares, but the practical politician simply 
says to himself that only votes count, 
and that when it comes to votes women 
are ‘not init.’ And from this point of 
view the practical politician is right. 

‘How long will it take the multitude 
of working women, competing for a 
share of the world’s work and wages un- 
der these unequal conditions, to realize 
that the ballot is the only key that will 
ever unlock the door for their advance- 
ment? That, with votes in their hands 
to give or to withhold, they and their 
interests will at once become objects of 
political concern and legislative atten- 
tion? 

‘*The cause of woman suffrage will be 
quickly won when the hosts of labor 
take it up in dead earnest as their own. 
Not only would the ballot help the 
working women to larger consideration 
and higher compensation for their labor; 
it would improve the condition of work- 
ing men also. Equal pay for equal la- 
bor, equal hours, equal conditions all 
round for both sexes would be the sure 
fruit of their equality before the law 
and at the polls.” 





A Husband’s Injustice. 


I know a couple, married in early life, 
says a writer in the Boston Traveller, 
the wife a fine musician, full of courage 
and ardor. She helped her young hus- 
hand on in life, not only by saving, but 
by earning with him. She taught music 
and sang in church, receiving a hand- 
some stipend. All went into the com- 
mon purse. After several years of pros- 
perity the man became wealthy. 


They have been married over thirty. 


years, and in all that time, this accom- 
plished woman has never received one 
cent except asa gift from her lord and 
master. She has borne him children, 
and the cares of a family have prevent- 
ed her from obtaining independence 
from her musical profession. She is, 
threfore, dependent on his bounty. She 
is proud and sensitive, and will not ask 
for money, except in the greatest ex- 
tremity. He spends thousands on any 
little fancy that may arise; she hasn’t 
twenty-five cents to give to a call of 
charity. In vain has she implored him 
to give her an allowance if only two 
hundred a year; but he will never con- 
sent todo it, and she will go to her 
grave penniless, with a reputation 
among her personal friends of being 
niggardly and mean, because she gives 
so scantily of her income.
